Same  dies  as  the  one  in  the  Mint  Collection,  if 
we  recall  correctly.  Absolutely  superb;  without  even  the  faintest  hint  of 
imperfections  on  devices  or  in  fields.  Obverse  toned  a deep,  even 
steel-gray;  reverse  shows  gold,  russet  and  bluish  green,  beautifully 
blended.  The  finest  we  have  seen;  there  are  very  few  records  of  strictly 
mint  state  coins  of  this  date  and  mintmark,  for  reasons  given  below; 
there  may  be  only  a dozen  uncirculated  ones  in  existence.  The  last 
offered  was  MacMurray's  at  $87.50,  a figure  we  believe  to  be  absurdly 
cheap.  This  magnificent  example  cost  a reported  $200.00  — it  was  and 
is  one  of  the  great  prizes  of  the  Landau  collection. 

Most  dimes  and  half  dimes  of  this  issue  and  1839'0'  are  well  worn,  be- 
cause - as  recorded  in  Mint  correspondence  now  preserved  in  the  Archives  - 
they  circulated  respectively  as  bits  and  half-bits  of  the  Spanish  dollar,  or  12V2C 
andSVic.  The  extant  mint  state  dimes  are  almost  certainly  from  among  the  first 
thirty  specimens,  struck  May  7-8,  1838;  ten  of  these  went  into  the  cornerstone 
of  the  New  American  Theatre  in  New  Orleans;  one  other  to  the  Mint  Director  at 
Philadelphia  (it  is  now  in  the  Smithsonian),  and  the  remaining  19  distributed 
among  Mint  officials,  dignitaries  and  workmen.  We  believe  the  coin  offered 
here  is  one  of  those  19.  After  the  30  were  struck,  the  coinage  had  to  be  stopped 
because  the  dime  press  required  repairs  and  readjustment.  Dime  coinage 
resumed  June  29  and  367,434  were  struck  through  July  31,  and  121,600  more  in 
January  1839,  from  the  old  dies  before  the  1839  dies  had  arrived.  All  of  these 
later  emissions  went  directly  into  circulation,  and  we  doubt  if  any  have 
survived  unworn,  for  reasons  detailed  above.

"Our  records  indicate  that  only  eight  or  nine  examples  of  this  coin  are  in 
existence.  The  rarity  of  the  Restrikes  can  probably  be  accounted  for  by 
the  limited  interest  in  the  denomination  during  the  years  1859  and  1860 
when  they  were  made.  At  that  time  Half  Cents  were  engaging  the 
collecting  public's  attention  and  there  was  a lively  demand  for  "Proof 
Only"  dates.  Silver  Dollars,  the  largest  and  handsomest  of  the  silver 
issues,  had  always  been  popular  which  explains  the  1851,  1852,  and 
Gobrecht  restrikes.  The  Quarter  Dollar  series,  however,  was  not  attract- 
ing the  collector's  attention  during  the  years  immediately  preceding  the 
Civil  War.  Mint  records  showed  that  4,000  pieces  had  been  struck  in 
1827.  Although  there  didn't  seem  to  be  any  available  on  the  market,  it 
was  not  as  clearly  understood  by  the  collectors  in  those  days  that  coins 
struck  in  a given  year  did  not  necessarily  bear  the  date  of  that  year." 

Since  that  sale  we  have  been  privileged  to  offer  the  James  Stack 
specimen,  which  realized  $14,500.00.  We  are  confident  that  this  will 
realize  that  record  or  more.
